Of a day Naturail, Equalh and Artificiall, of 

the partes, quantities, and diverſities 

of Dayes, 

Day is Tw2-fald, Matura, æ Irtifictall : a 
day naturall is the ſpace of time, wherein the A. 
quator act ompliſheth one whole reuolution accoz- 
ding to the firſt m)ouer, and ſuch a further poxtion of 
arch thereof as doth anſwereto the dayly motion of the 
Sun: And this day contayneth alwayes 24. hourrs 
fo: the moſt part. But a day Artiſiciall is the fpacs of 
time, the Sun maketh his abode aboue the Hoꝛiſon, oꝛ 
is carried from the Eaſt by the nudſt of Heauen to the 
Welt,and is the one part of a naturall day. The other 
part being the time of the ſuns abode vnder the Hozi: 
z3In, 
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5 on, and is called night: both which parts ioyned to⸗ 
gether makt a day Naturall. The variety of -dapcs 
and nights Artiſiciail is manifeſted to all, which com⸗ 
meth to paſſe by reaſon of the ſuns appꝛoach and depar⸗ 
ture from the Zeaith oz poynt ouer the head, as alſo ac⸗ 
co2ding as the Pole is clenated moze oʒ leſle. Further- 
moz* the parts of a day Naturall are 4. viz, Morning, 
Noone, Evening, and Midnight. Morning oz the riſing 
of the Sun, is rhe moment when as the Sun appea- 
reth on the Eaſterne Finitor, 0z Horizontall Line: 
Noone, when the Sun is onthe South oz Meridian 
Line, and cannot mount any higher that day: Even. 
ning, when the Sun poſſeſſeth the cuſpe of the Weſt. 
Midnight, When the ſun arrineth to the Meridian Line 
bnder the Earth. Moꝛeouer, as there are dinerſe 
Nationg, ſo doe they dinerfly begin their dapes. Soine 
begin to reckon the houres of their dapes from the ſun 
riſing, as the Perſians, Babilonians, and Norimbergians, 
Some from ſun-ſet, as the Ægiptians, Bohemians, Po. 
loni ins. and Italians Ind others frommidniught, as 
herre in England, the Seauen ne Pzouinces, and 
ſome parts of Germanie Ind laſtiythe Aſtronomers, 
with the Vmbrians, and Arabians,at noone oʒ middap.
